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The applicant argues that SU 1685534 A1 and Sadeghi et al. both require the 
addition of an alkalizing agent, while the applicants claims do not require the addition of 
an alkalizing agent. While it true that the applicants claims fail to directly claim the use 
of an alkalizing agent, the applicant's claims are open because the preamble of claim 1 
uses the transitional phrase, " comprising " Therefore, the negative limitation (i.e. the 
lack of an alkalizing agent) that the applicant relies on is not presently claimed. 
Furthermore, if the applicant actually would have added the negative limitation that 
his method for separating bitumen material from mineral particulates in grains of a 
hydrocarbonaceous ore does not use an alkalizing agent, that limitation would not only 
raise new issues but would also be new matter because the applicants specification 
fails to disclose that negative limitation.
